The meeting at the Longaker school- 
house closed last Sunday rïïght with a 
packed house and two morè appücations 
for membership, making forty-two in all. 
It was a pity that the meeting had to close, 
as there was intense interest in the meet- 
ing by thepeople of thevicinity, and ï arn 
satisfied that sevcral morè were counting 
the cost. Brother Miller had to go four 
miles north of Eakeville where he coni- 
menced a meeting last Monday evening.

I ought to nientinn that on Tuesday, 
the 5 inst, a considerable number of 
brethren and sisters and friends gathered 
at the comfortable residenec of friend 
Adam Longaker, where el de r I. N. Miller 
was staying at the li me, and surprised hiïn 
wilh a donation, which niade hirn feel 
that his labors, were highly apureciated. 
The donation consisted of flour, meat, 
canned fruit, butter, apple-butter, sugar, 
coffee and other good things too tedious 
to mention. There was a two-horse sled- 
load.

I have sad news for the Evanceust to 
chronicle. Since raany of the friends are 
making inquiries, I come to satis^y their 
wànts. Brother W. H. Herrington, our 
leatlef of músic, met with a severe acci- 
dent on the afternoon, or rather evening 
of Dec. 20, 1894. He was thrown from 
a wagon and had his right leg broken be- 
tween the knee and hip. Both of our 
doctors were summoned and the limb was 
set and encased in a plaster-paris case. 
The physician had hirn remain in this po- 
sition for eight straight sòlid weeks. When 
he took it out the limb was straight and 
seemingly all right, only about one half 
inch shorter than the other. But in a few 
days the limb became shorter and very 
painful, and fears were entertained that 
the bones were again separated. Upon 
close examination, this was found to be 
the case, and Monday morning, Feb. 25 th, 
our home physician with the aid of a 
Chicago doctor, Brother Herrington was 
put under the influence of ether, the 
ends of the bones irritated, set again 
and put again in a case once morè, and to 
reinain for eight weeks longer. The or- 
deal was very severe, and it seems terrible 
to think about but Brother Herrington is 
standing up under the pressure like a man. 
We miss hirn and his estimable wife at our 
church services, and were it not for valu- 
able accessions since Brother Herrington's 
accident, we would miss hirn still morè. 
He and family have the good will and 
sympathy of their many friends in the 
town and country.
